THE SEAMEN OF CALIFORNIA, 
And the men of the sea, w o come to us from 
other places, what shall: be ‘done ‘for their sal- 
vation? ‘They have not been wholly neglected 
in past years. From the first years of this 
State, some one or other-chaplain has been la- 
boring among them off and on, till now. The 
Rev. Wm. Taylor was here in the.“ full and 
free” days of this city, and found it easy, then, 
to raise money in their behalf, and to draw 
crowds of them to hear him. Now I know 
nothing at all (except from hersay) about Mr. 
Taylor’s pecuniary relations to the people of 
of this State, or his mode of labor, but I have 
met various seamen since I have been here, 
who seem to be Christian men, and who claim 
him as their spiritual father, and I have no 
doubt that thé money given him, however it 
might have been more wisely expended, has 
yielded far more than California interest to the 
kingdom of Christ, since it enabled him to win 
some priceless souls to God and heaven. The 
church he gathered still exists and flourishes, 
and though itis now a denominational body, 
is yet doing its part, in providing the city with 
the preaching of the gospel, while other 
churches of other names have this day among 
their members, those converted under his min- 
istry. So then, what was done to aid him was

After him came Geo. E..Davis, laboring in ~

ded ‘Iambesi. In other cities like this, in 
Boston, New York, &c., the hearts of Chris- 
tians are now stirred in behalf of these prodi- 
gal sons, and more prayer has been offered for 
them in the last year than perhaps ten years 
before, and the results have been just what 
ought to have been expected. Sailors have 
flocked by scores and hundreds into the king- 
dom of God. One Mariners’ Church in New 
York, has received during the past year, more 
than one hundred and fifty members, nearly all 
of whom are sailors, and the families of sailors ; 
and nearly all the Seamen’s ehurches there, 
have been greatly blessed. Hundreds of sai- 
lors have been converted within the year. Of 
those engaged in U. S. ships of war, hardly a 
religious newspaper comes to us now from 
Eastern ports, that does not bring tidings of 
the conversion of more or less of men of the 
sea. And now, if it is the time for God to 
work there, why nothere? If Christians here 
will labor and pray as Christians there are do- 
ing, may they not look for the same success ? 
God is just now bringing this matter before 
you. He has planted a little vine in this part 
of your field, and calls you to care for it. A 
« Marin ers’ Church” has been organized with 
a handful of members, and God is blessing it, 
from the very first. Shall it have your warm 
sympathy and succor? I shall have more to 
say hereafter. J. R.

Eprror Paciric: In response to memorials from 
every part of this State, signed by some thirty thous- 
and citizens, earnestly asking the enactment of a 
Sunday Law, the Legislature at the last session, 
after finesse and parliamentary tactics resorted to, 
for the defeat of the great moral reform measure 
sought by the people, passed a law “ for the better 
observance of the Sabbath,” which ‘was promptly 
approved by the Governor. This created: much 
joy, and excited bright hopes for the future amongst 
the friends of good order and the lovers of Sunday 

Tn fact, it awakened the best. feelings of the vir- 


was on the-high road of improvement. But alas! 
flower nipped in the bud by a biting frost.: After 
the bush of the hum of business for three Sundays, 
reminding us of the days of our childhood, strength- 
ened into habit by the observance of the Sabbath 
in maturer years, the majority of the Supreme Court, 
in exparte Nuoman, brought before the Court. by 
writ of habeas corpus, and as was thought,at the 
time, invited by the. Conrt—nullified the Sunday 
Law. This writ was made returnable before the 
Court, not before one of the Judges in vacation at 
chambers. Judges Terry and Burnett decided that 
“the act in question is in conflict with the first se- 
tion and article first of the Constitution, because 
without necessity, it infringes upon the liberty of the 
citizen, by restraining his right ‘to. acquire prop- 
erty,” and therefore the act was null and Yoid in 
law. Judge Field dissented, because he “ tonsid- 
ered the statute as a mere civil regulation, and not 
within any of the inhibitions of the Constitution.” 
In the case of exparte ‘Ellis, recently before the 
Supreme Oourt as at present constituted, the Court 


jappeared determined not to march up boldly and 
| squareiy, and decide whether the ruling in ezparte 


Nvoman, was in conflict. with the Constitution or 
not. 

In thé opinions of the Court published in the 
Sacramento Union of the 8th of this month, denying 
the writ of habeas corpus, the Court-—not to speak 
gingerly—attempted to avoid the dilemma, by giving 


applying a corrective in their judgment, . thought 
proper, which it would seem belongs to the Legis- 
lative department of the government. The Court 
say that “ the writ of habeas corpus should not issue 
to run out of the county, unless for good cause 
shown, as the absence, disability, or reftisal to act 
of the local County Judge.” Judge Field, in asep- 
arate opinion, thought the ordering of the writ by 
the Court in term time, rested in the sound discre- 
tion of the Court, and referred to the case of Yates 
vs. Lancing (5th Johns. 
(9th Johns. rep., 239.) Those decisiops of the Su. 
preme Court of New York, were on: the act 
of that State of 1810; and the same Court in same 
case of Yates vs. Lancing, state in language not to 
be misunderstood, that the habeas corpus’ act then 
under the consideration of Chief Justice Kent and 
his associates, was but the transcript of dist of 
Charles II., using this emphatic language : “Our 
act is but a transcript from the English statute.” 
Hence the English authorities were adopted by that 
Court as rules of interpretation of the New York 
The habeas corpus act of California is not a trans- 
cript from the statute of New York of 1810. There 
fore, these New York decisions have no bearing for 
the refusal of the writ. Let any one compare the 
habeas corpus act of Charles 11. with our statute, 
and they will be found as widely differing as a 
cloudy, foggy day at the Bay, differs from a bright 
sanlight of August, in the mountains. The third 
section of our act, Wuod’s Digest, 474, “ Such writ 
of habeas corpus may be granted by the Supreme 
Court or any Judge thereof, or any Dude or 
County Court, in term time, or by any Judge of 
such Coart, at any time, whether in term or in va-

We here in Oroville, cant wait for the earth 
to shake us. We shake ourselves. Every- 
body shakes, and shakes incessantly ; and there 
seems to be no prospect at present that we 


shall ever stop. We have been at it for five 
or six months, and no changes of season nor 
place can make any change in our shaking. 
While it was hot weather we shook because 
it was hot; since it has grown cold we have 
kept shaking, because we couldn’t stop. I 
don,t know, but: we shall introduce a new order 
of human life here ; for if infants are not born 
shaking, they begin very soon after they are 
born,and keep it up as if they had always 
been used to it. It sometimes seems as if they 
would become so accustomed to it that they 
wouldn’t know how to live without shaking. 
But really this shaking is a very serious bu- 
sines.

at which they can percolate through its sub- 
stance, and the size of the orifice ; and in pro- 
portion as this reservoir is tapped by the borer, 
must the supply it affords, on its upper margin, 
be diminished. | 

or Amper.—Amber is found in 
many countries. It is particularly abundant 
on the shores of the Baltic; but is also found 
in Sicily, the Indian Seas, China, Siberia, 
North America, Madagascar, &c. The fol- 
lowing facts show that the origin of amber goes 
back to the tertiary epoch, and that it is to be 
assigned to a resin, which flowed from the 
trunks of certain trees at that era: 1st, We 
find amber in beds of tertiary lignites, in the 
form of numerous fragments, lying between the 
trunks of amber trees. It is true that this 
substance has never been found adhering di- 


-_ rectly to any of the trunks; but the position of 


the fragments seems to admit of no doubt. 
2d, The analogy between copal and amber 
evidently indicates a similar origin. Their 
consistency, their color, their nature, and the 


fact that they both enclose organic remains, 


prove this resemblance ; and concur in show- 
ing, that amber, like copal, and many modern 
resins and gums, has flowed from the trunk and 
branches of a vegetable. It is probable that 
the large and irregular masses are the produce 
of the trunk, that the smaller ones have come 
from the branches, and that those which have 
a slaty structure have been formed by a series 
of layers. The roots probably produced none. 
The great quantity thrown up by the Baltic 
Sea is probably owing to the existence of a con- 
siderable bed, situate in the southwest quarter 
of the present basin of that sca, towards 55 do 

grees north latitude, whence the winds convey 
it by diverging to the different points of the 
coast of Prussia. This must have been the 
principal place where Baltic amber was formed, 
and the site of thé forest which produced it 


This forest probably flourished on a low island, | 
which marine currents, issuing from the north, 
subsequently submefged and destroyed, 


considered, by Sir’Robert 


Murchison, to be a wonderful subterraneous in- 
crustation, which was produced in the stalag- 
mitic form, during a series of ages, by copper 
solutions, emanating from the surrounding loose 
and porous mass, and trickling throngh it, to 
the lowest cavity, upon the subjacent solid rock. 


At the bottom of one of the shafts of the cop- 


per-works of the Ural, 280 feet deep, there was 
found, a few years since, an enormous mass of 
Malachite, sending off strings of green copper 
ore; it was estimated to contain 15,000 poods, 
or half a million pounds of pure and compact 
Malachite. This fine efnerald-green mineral 
is extensively used for veneering and inlaid 
work; its vaiue, when manufactured, is up- 
wards of three guineas per pound, and a 
square foot of finished work generally contains 
at least two pounds and a half. 


ANTIQUITY OF SHEEP ON THE EarTH.— 
No unequivocal fossil remains of the sheep have 
yet been found in the bone-caves, the drift, or 
the more tranquil stratified newer pleiocene de- 
posits, so associated with the fossil bones of 
oxen, wild boar, wolves, foxes, otters, beavers, 
&c., as to indicate the coevality of the sheep 
with those species, or in such an altered state 
as to indicate them te have been of equal an- 
tiquity. Wherever the truly characteristic 
parts, viz: the bony cores of the horns, have 
been found associated with jaws, teeth and other 
parts of the skeleton of a ruminant, corres- 
ponding in size and other characters with those 
of the goat and sheep, in the formations of the 
newer pleiocene period, such supports of the 
born have proved to be those of the goat. No 
fossil horn-core of a sheep has yet anywhere 
been discovered; and so far as this negative 
evidence goes, we may infer, that the sheep is 
not, geologically, more ancient than man ; that 
it is not a native of Europe, but has-been in- 
troduced by the tribes who carried hither the 


_ germs of civilization in their migrations west- 


ward from Asia.— Prof. Owen’s Lecture before
